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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 

YEAR  I9U5' 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Parnborough  Urban  District  Council, 


Mr, Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  1945  and  the  sixth  as  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 

The  Country  -is  again  at  peace.  We  have  before  us 
an  enormous  task  of  reconstruction  and  rehabilitation,  A 
major  share  of  this  great  task  will  fall  upon  the  Local 
Authorities  of  the  country.  The  machinery  of  sanitary 
administration  with  all  its  ramifications,  many  of  which  have 
been  in  abeyance  owing  to  the  stress  of  war,  must  be  set  in 
motion. 


Notwithstanding  shortage  of  inspectorial  staff,  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  almost  100^  inspection  was  carried  out  of 
the  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Ministry  of  Pood  Slaughterhouse 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  carry  out  the  regular 
inspections  of  factories,  workplaces,  food  premises,  etc. 

This  v/ork  has  been  largely  in  abeyance  during  the  war.  I 
hope  the  Council  will  appoint  a second  Additional  Inspector 
as  soon  as  possible  so  that  this  and  many  other  outstanding 
duties  can  be  put  in  hand. 

The  salvage  organisation  continued  to  function 
satisfactorily  bcut  the  end  of  the  war  was  reflected  in  a 
decrease  in  salvage  made  available  for  collection.  I think 
this  was  inevitable  but  the  phase  must  somehow  be  overcome. 
Reconstruction  demands  raw  materials  and  salvage  is  raw 
material,  which  must  otherwise  be  brought  from  abroad  and  paid 
for  by  precious  foreign  exchange.  These  formerly  despised 
and  unwanted  materials  have  been  a substantial  source  of  help 
to  industry  and  to  local  finances  during  the  past  six  years. 
They  can,  and  should  be  made  to  ease  the  economic  strain  in 
the  years  ahead. 


SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 

1,  Water. 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District 
by  the  Mid-Wessex  V/ater  Company, 
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Sources  of  Supply 

The  supply  is  obtained,  from  Pumping  Stations  at  Primley, 
Itchel,  Greyv/ell  and  Beenham’s  Heath. 

The  Primley  water  is  drawn  from  springs  in  the  Bagshot 
sands,  and  at  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham’s  Heath  from  deep 
wells  in  chalk. 

Treatment 


The  Primley  water  has  a total  hardness  of  grains 
per  gallon,  and  is  subjected  to  treatment  by  aeration,  in 
subsiding  basins,  sand  filtration  and  chlorination  before 
being  pumped  into  supply. 

The  Itchel,  Greywell  and  Beenham’s  Heath  sources  have 
a total  hardness  of  19*5  grains  per  gallon,  and  at  all  these 
stations  softening  by  lime  process  is  carried  out,  in 
addition  to  filtration  and  chlorination,  in  order  to  reduce 
the  hardness  to  the  statutory  limit  of  12  grains  per  gallon. 

Purity  of  Supply 

All  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the  raw  state, 
before  treatment,  but  all  are  given  a precautionary  dose  of 
chlorine,  during  the  normal  process  of  treatment,  in  con- 
formity with  modern  v/aterworks  practice. 

The  Company  submit  samples  of  their  v/ater  from  all 
sources  of  supply  at  fortnightly  intervals  for  bacteriological 
examination,  in  addition  to  which  samples  from  all  sources  for 
chemical  examination  are  submitted  three  times  per  annum.  The 
reports  on  these  samples  during  the  year  have  shown  a consis- 
tently high  standard  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Company  is  not  plumbo-solvent, 
but  lead  pipes  are  not  approved  for  service  connections,  except 
for  the  short  connections  to  lavatory  cisterns  and  baths.  In 
accordance  v/ith  the  Company’s  regulations,  galvanised  iron  pipe 
is  required  for  all  connections  from  the  mains.  Contamination 
from  lead,  therefore,  does  not  arise.  In  the  event  of  bacterial 
contamination  the  chlorine  plants  installed  at  sources  are  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  give  super-chlorination  immediately  if 
at  any  time  such  action  becomes  necessary* 

Conditions  of  Supply  Generally 

The  supply  to  all  premises  connected  is  constant. 

Outside  standpipes  are  mainly  used  for  such  purposes  as  gardens 
or  car  washing,  their  use  for  domestic  purposes  is  discouraged, 
and  only  in  exceptional  circumstances  allowed. 
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The  close  of  the  War  has  brought  about  some  reduction  in 
the  abnormal  supplies  for  special  war  purposes,  but  this  is 
beiiig  rapidly  offset  by  the  gradually  increasing  demand  for 
wafer  for  new  housing  construction,  and  while  no  difficulty  is 
anticipated  in  meeting  the  full  needs  ,of  the  new  housing  programme o 
the  situation  is  being  kept  under  close  observation  so  that  the 
future  development  of  the  Company/’ s undertaking  may  be  kept  well 

in  advance  of  requirements*

There  may  be  a few  isolated  cases  but  apart  from  these 
all  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  a piped  main 
water  supply* 


2 • Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage 

Salvage 


During  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1946, 

769  tons  of  salvaged  materials  were  returned  to  industry. 

This  equals  3*5  cwts*  from  each  house  or  premises.  This 
is  a slightly  higher  total  than  last  year  and  it  is  accounted 
for  by  the  increase  in  the  quantity  of  kitchen  waste  collected. 
On  the  other  hand  there  is  a decrease  of  11  tons  in  paper  and 
6 tons  in  textiles.  ^ 


Since  1939,  4565  tons  of  salvage  materials  have  been 
returned  to  industry,  producing  an  income  to  the  Council  of 
no  less  than  £15,985,  This  means  that  £3.l0s.has  been  received 
for  waste  materials  from  each  householder  in  Parnborough.  Can 
the  country  again  afford  to  throw  away  these  materials,  surely 
not? 

The  Salvage  Stewards’ Scheme  continues  to  function 
satisfactorily.  We  have  541’  stewards  operating  in  the  district 
who  place  out  the  equipment  to  receive  the  salvage  from  their 
groups  on  each  collection  day*  The  stewards  continued  the 
good  work  that  they  have  undertaken  during  the  War  years* 

Our  girl  salvage  collectors  have  carried  out  their  arduous 
duties  in  v/eather  both  fine  and  foul* 

No  major  alterations  or  additions  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  but  the  Committee  considered  the  purchase  of 
automatic  equipment  for  loading  on  to  the  lorries  baled  paper 
and  rags.  In  October  an  electric  mobile  conveyor  was  ordered 
but  this  had  not  been  delivered  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Yoar  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  continued  to  act  as 
Assistant  Honorary  District  Adviser  on  Salvage  and  Recovery 
under  the  Ministry  of  Supply  for  the  13  Local  Authorities  in 
East  and  South  East  Hampshire,  Regular  conferences  of  Salvage 
Officers  and  representatives  of  Local  Authorities  were  held 
during  the  year#  . . 

There  was  a meeting  in  the  Town  Hall,  Parhborough,  on 
the  7th  November,  1945?  at  which  the  Chairman  of  the  Council, 

(Capt.  W.H.T.  Cunnington,  M.B.E. , O.C.,)  presided.  Following 
the  meeting  delegates  attended  by  invitation  the  R.A.E.  Exhibition, 

In  April  a series  of  salvage  films  were  obtained  and 
displayed  at  the  Queens  Road,  North  Parnborough  and  Cove 
Senior  Schools,  Short  talks  were  given  by  members  of  your 
Committee  and  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 

Salvage  Book  Exchange, 

In  August  it  was  decided  to  close  this  exchange  v/hich 
had  been  open  and  managed  by  members  of  the  W, V,S.  for  some 
3 years.  During  this  period  many  thousands  of  books  have 
been  sent  from  the  Exchange  to  members  of  the  services  and 
many  thousands  more  for  salvage.  It  has  also  acted  as  a useful 
publicity  medium.  The  Council  expressed  their  appreciation  to 
Mrs.  Taylor,  the  W.V.S.  Salvage  Officer  and  to  her  helpers  who 
have  staffed  the  shop  during  the  whole  period,  Mrs.  Taylor  has 
been  a willing  and  a hard  worker  and  I have  greatly  appreciated 
her  co-operation  and  assistance. 

Publicity, 

Our  "two  sets  of  hoardings  situated  in  two  of  the  most 
prominent  parts  of  the  town,  Boundary  Road  and  Cove  Road,  have 
been  in  constant  use  chiefly  for  posters  designed  in  the 
Department  and  very  ably  prepared  by  a local  writer.  Similar 
work  has  been  done  for  the  movable  panels  on  the  side  of  the 
salvage  collecting  vehicles. 

Paper. 

180  tons  of  paper  v/ere  collected  and  sold  and  produced 
a revenue  of  £1,185»  This  is  11  tons  less  than  last  year. 

The  Power  Paper  Baling  Machine  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily. 

Textiles. 


This  is  one  of  the  most  remunerative  items.  With  our 
system  of  collection  they  are  kept  c3.ean  and  dry  and  this 
enables  us  to  sell  in  the  best  markets.  Unfortunately  we 
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collected  six  tons  less  than  the  previous  year  and  our  income 
for  this  class  of  material  declined  in  consequence.  27  tons 
were  returned  to  industry,  producing  a revenue  of  £393. 

Bones. 


This  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  items  of  salvage  to 
handle,  but  our  bone  collections  have  regularly  exceeded  the 
quota  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Supply.  We  have  in  use 
330  communal  bone  receptacles  situated  at  or  near  the  premises 
of  the  Salvage  Stewards.  13  tons  were  collected. 

Tins  and  Metals. 

124  tons  of  ferrous  scrap  were  sold,  chiefly  baled  tins. 

This  is  a slight  increase  over  the  previous  year. 

Tins  are  not  a remunerative  item  of  salvage,  nor  is  it 
essential  that  we  should  continue  to  salvage  them  and  the 
Government's  direction  to  collect  ferrous  scrap  ceased  to  apply 
from  the  1st  April.  However,  it  is  better  that  we  should  bale 
and  sell  tins  rather  than  dispose  of  them  in  the  tip  where  they 
are  troublesome  to  handle.  Heavy  iron  scrap  is  a remunerative 
item,  14i  tons  of  which  were  sold. 

The  tin  baling  press,  although  very  old  and  requiring  a 
good  deal  of  attention,  gave  good  service. 

Kitchen  Waste. 

Pork,  ham  and  eggs  are  scarce  but  they  would  have  been 
scarcer  still  had  it  not  been  for  the  collections  made  ttooughout 
the  country  of  kitchen  or  food  waste. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  383  tons  of  waste  food  collected  by 
the  Department  maintained  approximately  that  number  of  pigs,  a 
very  valuable  contribution  to  the  greatly  reduced  pig  population 
in  the  country. 

The  material  is  delivered  to  the  Concentrator  Plant  at 
Aldershot  operated  by  Messrs.  National  By-Products  Ltd.,  on 
behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Supply. 

Communal  street  bins  are  used  for  the  storage  of  kitchen 
waste.  The  bins  are  emptied  twice  a week  and  brought  to  the 
Depot  for  washing  as  frequently  as  possible.  The  communal  bin 
system  with  all  its  drawbacks  achieved  its  purpose  during  the 
war.  We  need,  however,  to  look  ahead  and  provide  facilities 
which  not  only  give  the  maximum  hygienic  conditions  but  the 
minimum  of  iraonvenience  to  householders.  Towards  this  end 
I recommended  and  the  Council  agreed  to  give  a new  individual 
kitchen  waste  receptacle  as  developed  in  the  County  Borough  of 
East  Ham  a trial  on  one  of  our  new  estates.  Unfortunately, 
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owing  to  difficulty  of  supply  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to 
put  this  system  to  trial.  Apart  from  its  salvage  value  from 
a sanitary  point  of  view  it  is  desirable  that  kitchen  waste 
be  kept  separate  from  the  household  refuse.  This  is  the 
material  that  makes  the  dustbin  insanitary, 

I should  like  to  see  each  house  provided  with  a standard 
dustbin,  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Council,  and  a separate 
kitchen  waste  receptacle  provided  by  the  Council  and  kept  clean 
by  the  householder. 

Much  trouble  is  experienced  by  persons  tipping  the 
bins  and  their  contents  on  the  roads  and  footpaths  and 
removing  lids.  This  not  only  causes  much  trouble  but  is  a 
danger  to  traffic  and  pedestrians.  It  has  not  been  possible 
to  put  a stop  to  this  nuisance. 

Municipal  Piggery. 

Consideration  was  given  to  a Municipal  Piggery  in 
sties  formerly  used  by  the  Pig  Club  on  the  Council’s  land 
at  Cove.  We  were  informed,  however,  that  the  site  of  these 
piggeries  may  be  required  for  the  extension  of  the  sewage 
disposal  works  and  we  did  not  proceed  with  the  scheme. 

Staff. 


The  staff  of  the  Cleansing  and  Salvage  Department 
comprises  a foreman,  12  men  or  youths  and  5 women  or  girls. 

Vehicles. 


Pour  vehicles  are  operated,  two  rear  loading  S.D. 
Freighters,  one  3 ton  Commer  ex-army  lorry  and  a new  10 
cubic  yard  side  loading  Dennis,  The  two  rear  loading 
freighters  were  7 years  and  11  years  old  respectively  on  the 
31st  December,  19U5»  The  Dennis  was  delivered  in  February,  1945* 

One  rear  loading  S.D.  Freighter  and  the  Commer  lorry  are 
used  for  the  collection  of  salvage.  The  same  freighter  is 
engaged  mornings  in  collecting  kitchen  waste  from  the  communal 
food  bins.  The  Dennis  is  engaged  the  whole  time  on  ashes  and 
refuse  collection  and  the  remaining  rear  loading  freighter  is 
operated  part  time  on  ashes  collection  and  as  reserve  for  other 
duties.  The  Commer  lorry  which  had  given  constant  and  good 
service  since  its  purchase  as  an  ex-array  vehicle  in  1941  was 
overhauled  in  November.  This  has  proved  a very  valuable  vehicle. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

We  continued  to  empty  dustbins  at  fortnightly  intervals 
and  householders  returned  their  emptied  dustbins^  but  as 
our  men  return  from  service  with  H.M. Forces  in  1946,  it  is  hoped 
that  we  shall  soon  be  able  to  undertake  this  work  again. 
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1045  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  and  based  on 
monthly  check  weighings *■  amounts  to  approximately  2420  tons  of 
house  refuse  and  this  was  disposed  of  at  the  controlled  tip  at 
Prospect  Road,  The  tip  is  maintained  in  good  condition  but  it 
is  not  possible  in  these  times  to  obtain  soil  for  covering. 

We  have  to  rely  on  ashes  in  the  refuse  supplemented  by  road 
sweepings. 

Sale  of  Dustbins 


218  dustbins  were  sold  to  householders  and  owners  of 
property  in  the  district. 

Local  Authorityg  ownership  of  dustbin. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936  “ Section 

The  sale  of  dustbins  by  the  Department,  referred  to 
above,  has  served  a very  useful  purpose  and  enables  defective 
dustbins  to  be  replaced  reasonably  quickly.  Nevertheless, 
it  is  but  a poor  substitute  for  a proper  scheme  of  Local 
Authority  ownership  of  dustbins  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 

The  need  for  an  efficient  and  sanitary  refuse  collection 
and  disposal  service  is  now  generally  recognised.  To  be 
efficient  this  includes  all  stages  of  the  work  commencing  at 
the  home  to  final  disposal  by  tipping  or  incineration.  It  has 
long  been  customary  for  equipment,  vehicles,  plant,  etc.,  used 
in  connection  with  the  service  to  be  owned  by  the  Local 
Authoritj^,  with  one  exception.  This  exception  is  the  receptacle 
in  which  refuse  is  stored  at  the  place  where  it  is  produced  and 
where  it  is  most  likely  to  be  a nuisance  and  prejudicial  to 
health,  namely  the  household  dustbin. 

To  prevent  nuisance,  the  refuse  should  be  kept  as  dry 
as  possible  and  exposed  to  the  atmosphere  as  little  as  possible. 

It  is  still  commonplace  to  find  Local  Authorities  v/ith 
efficient  public  cleansing  organisations  and  equipment  whilst, 
at  the  same  time,  refuse  is  stored  at  the  house  in  all  manner  of 
receptacles,  in  all  stages  of  dilapidation  and  condition.  They 
are  often  of  cheap  make  and  construction  and  so  fragile  that  they 
are  soon  bulged,  and  lids  will  then  not  fit  or  stay  in  place.  In 
consequence  the  refuse  is  exposed  to  the  weather,  the  contents 
become  wet  and  adhere  to  the  bin  which  is  difficult  to  empty  and 
rapidly  depreciates.  More  important  is  the  nuisance  which 
results,  flies  breed  and  carry  contamination  from  the  dustbin  to 
the  larder. 

Recognising  the  shortcomings  of  the  present  system  your 
Health  Committee  have  instructed  me  to  submit  a report  on  this 
subject  and  the  matter  v/ill  shortly  be  receiving  attention. 
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statement  of  the  collection  and  sale  of  salvaged 
materials  in  Farnhorough  to  31st  March,  1946. 
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The  financial  aspect  of  the  Gleansinpy  Service 

During  the  year  ending  the  31st  Marchj  1946,  collection 
and  disposal  of  refuse  required  the  sum  of  £5s>800.3. 8d.  I douht 
if  there  is  any  service  where  money  can  be  wasted  more  than  in 
the  Public  Cleansing  Service,  Nor  is  there  a service  that  shov/s 
greater  dividends  for  efficiency,  although  this  cannot  necessarily 
be  counted  in  £,  s,do  This  £5sr800, 3. 8d.  sum  may  seem  a lot  of 
money  but  against  this  we  have  to  offset  a revenue  of  £3jl56.0»2do 
leaving  a net  cost  of  £2,6l4iu3»  6d.  I find  that  this  works  out  less 
than  a Id,  per  head  per  week  for  emptying  dustbins,  kitchen 
waste  bins,  collecting  salvage  and  disposing  of  salvage  and  house- 
hold refuse, 

3.  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  are  two  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district, 
one  situated  at  South  Parnborough  and  the  other  in  Cove, 

11  cesspools  in  the  district  are  emptied  weekly  by  the 
Council,  also  52  chemical  closets  at  the  Royal  Aircraft 
E s t ab  1 i s lime  n t . 

4.  Rivers  and  Streams 


The  effluent  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the  South  Ward 
discharges  into  the  River  Black¥/ater,  which  is  a tributary 
of  the  Thaines,  whilst  that  from  the  Disposal  Works  in  the 
West  Ward  discharges  into  the  Cove  Brook,  which  is  a tributary 
of  the  River  BlacKv/ater,  These  streams  are  under  the  control 
of  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  for  the  prevention  of  pollution. 


5 • Closet  Accommodation 


All  premises  where  sewers  are  available  v/ithin  the 
statutory  limit,  are  provided  with  fresh  v/ater  closets, 

6,  Public  conveniences 


There  is  an  insufficiency  of  public  conveniences  in 
the  district  particularly  in  the  South  W^ard.  A scheme  for  the 
erection  in  the  South  of  Sanitary  Conveniences  for  both 

males  and  females  v/as  prepared  but  was  not  approved  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health, 

7.  Disinfection 


This  vvork  is  carried  out  by  the  Staff  of  the  Civil 
Aiibu lance  Service, 

The  steam  disinfector  gave  useful  service  during  the 
year.  Fifty  consignments  of  bedding  from  houses  or  premises 
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in  which  cases  of  disease  or  illness  had  occurred  or  Y^ere 
verminous, were  dealt  with.  In  addition,  routine  disinfection 
or  disinfestation  of  "bedding  was  carried  out  for  the  Billeting 
Department. 

Ford  Van 


The  Ford  10  cwt.  van  delivered  in  January, has  done 
useful  v/ork  chiefly  in  connection  with  disinfection  and 
vermin  control, 

8.  Smoke  Ab.-atement 


There  is  little  industrial  snDke  in  Farnborough. 
Nevertheless,  we  contribute  our  quota  of  atmospheric  pollution 
in  the  form  of  domestic  smoke  which  is  by  far  the  greater 
problem. 


After  the  1914  - 1918  War  with  its  great  building 
programme  an  opportunity  to  reduce  domestic  smoke  pollution 
was  missed.  We  have  "before  us  an  even  greater  opportunity. 

The  Country  is  faced  with  the  greatest  building  programme  in 
its  history.  Either  we  shall  take  a great  step  forward  in 
smoke  abatement  or  we  shall  leave  to  the  next  generation  a 
legacy  of  dirt  and  squalour. 

In  Deceraiber,  1944?  in  conjunction  with  a memorandum 
from  the  National  Smoke  A'batement  Society,  I su"bmitted  a report 
to  the  Health  Committee  on  smoke  prevention  in  the  new  houses 
to  be  erected  by  the  Council,  It  was  recommended  that  they 
should  be  provided  with  appliances  so  that  the  houses  would 
be  as  smokeless  as  practicable  and  that  if  open  fires  are 
installed  they  should  be  of  the  t3q)e  designed  to  burn  both 
smokeless  fuels  and  bituminous  coal  with  the  maximum  efficiency 
and  be  provided  with  gas  ignition. 

In  July  the  following  proposals  of  the  Housing  Committee 
were  approved  by  the  Council,  The  ’’District  Heating"  Scheme  to 
which  reference  is  made  was  given  prolonged  consideration  but 
v/as  not  adopted, 

"Your  Committee  recommends  that  in  the  event  of  the 
Council  deciding  not  to  adopt  a District  Heating  Scheme  for  this 
Estate,  the  following  heating  appliances  be  installed  in  the 
houses : - 

Dining/Kitchen  - continuous  burning  stove  capable  of  heating 

the  v/ater. 

Living  Room  - gas  ignited  fire  (similar  to  the  Fulham 

Grate) , 


Kitchen 


- Gas  Copper 
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Your  Comraittee  also  recommends  that  immersion  heaters  be 
installed  in  the  hot  water  tanks  for  use  at  the  tenant's  dis- 
cretion, v/hen  it  is  unnecessary  to  light  the  stove," 

9*  Vermin  Infestation  Control 

(a)  Rodent  Destruction 


This  work  has  been  actively  carried  on  during  the  year. 

In  October  the  Council  decided  to  revert  to  a free  service 
and  since  that  time  rodent  control  has  been  carried  out  in  the 
district  without  charge.  This  has  resulted  in  much  greater 
co-operation.  There  was  an  immediate  increase  in  reports 
of  infestations  and  I am„  sure  this  service  is  appreciated  by 
the  residents. 


There  are  no  reservoir  or  major  infestations  in  the 
district,  the  type  of  infestation  taking  the  form  of  more 
widespread  minor  infiltrations.  The  sewage  disposal  works 
and  refuse  tip  are  kept  under  constant  observation  and  control. 
The  extensive  keeping  of  poultry,  often  in  improvised  buildings 
not  ratproofed,  is  undoubtedly  an  attraction.  The  keeping  of 
poultry  is  not  of  course  discouraged  by  the  Department  because 
of  this  attraction,  but  by  means  of  advice  to  poultry  keepers 
on  ratproofing  of  runs,  buildings  and  other  precautions,  an 
endeavour  is  made  to  reduce  vermin  infestation  to  a minimum.

Rodent  Treatment  of  the  Sewers 

During  May  and  June  the  swwerage  systems  were  given  their 
first  treatment.  The  heaviest  infestation  was  found  in  the  systems 
in  South  Parnborough. 

The  Ministry  of  Pood  contributed  towards  the  cost  of  this 

work, 

(b ) Other  Vermin 

A considerable  amount  of  work  was  done  in  the  treatment  of 
premises  for  vermin  including  bed  bugs,  cockroaches,  crickets, 
etc. 
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Proceedings  had  to  he  taken  against  an  occupier  whose 
house  was  in  a dirty  and  verminous  condition.  Particulars 
of  this  case  are  given  under  ’’Legal  Proceedings”,  ae'e  helow. 

Bed  Bugs 

Seven  premises  comprising  nineteen  rooms  were  disinfested. 
The  Treatment  consists  of  spraying  with  liquid  insecticide, 
which  towards  the  end  of  the  year  incorporated  D.D.T. , and 
removal  of  bedding  to  the  disinfecting  station  for  steani 
treatment. 

Cockroaches 

This  pest  is  very  common  in  premises  where  food  is 
prepared.  The  Department  undertake  extermination  and  control 
work  in  hotels  and  bakehouses.  The  cost  of  this  work  is 
borne  by  the  occupiers. 

Ants 

This  pest  is  very  widespread  in  the  district,  the  soil 
being  very  favourable  to  them.  Extermination  measures  are 
carried  out  by  the  Department  when  requested.  Treatment  was 
carried  out  in  28  cases.  Other  pests  dealt  with  included 
three  cases  of  flea  infestation  and  the  destruction  of  six 
wasps  nests 

10*  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area 


Table  1 (appendix  A)  on  pages  28  and 29  shows  the  number 
of  inspections  carried  out  during  the  year. 

TentSs  Vans  and  Sheds 

There  are  three  sites  on  which  caravans  are  stationed 
in  addition  to  a number  of  vans  on  single  sites  in  other  parts 
of  the  district.  At  the  sites  above  mentioned,  many  of  the  vans 
are  stationed  permanently  whilst  others  are  used  in  connection 
with  travelling  shov/s  and  have  temporary  occupation.  Five 
licences  were  granted  for  caravans  during  the  year. 

Informal  action  had  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  four 
caravans  and  one  tent  which  had  been  stationed  in  the  district 
as  no  proper  water  supply,  or  closet  accommodation  was  in 
existence  on  the  site.  The  vans  and  tent  were  removed  without 
resort  to  legal  action. 

11,  Legal  Proceedings 

It  is  never  with  pleasure  that  I report  the  institution 
of  legal  proceedings. 
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In  many  ways  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  today j, 
in  common  with  other  officials  in  the  Health  Service  mast  he 
to  educate  rather  than  enforce  if  it  is  to  he  effective. 

Legal  proceedings  had  to  he  instituted  in  two  instance 
One  case  v/as  taken  under  Section  83  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936.  It  related  to  a filthy  and  a verminous  dwelling  house. 
Every  endeavour  was  made  to  get  the  occupier  to  bring  the 
premises  into  a sanitary  state.  Complaints  were  received  on 
the  condition  of  school  children  from  the  house.  In  the  end 
proceedings  had  to  he  instituted.  The  Court  ordered  compliance 
with  the  Notice  v/ithin  six  weeks  and  inflicted  a fine  of  £2 

This  type  of  case  is  very  difficult  to  remedy,  A 
Court  Order  and  a fine  cannot  alter  immediately  the  habits  of 
a lifetime.  It  requires  constant  supervision  and  this  is  not 
practicable  with  the  existing  staff  of  the  Department,  We  can 
only  hope  that  education  of  the  younger  generation  will  provide 
the  real  solution, 

I have  referred  to  the  second  case  in  the  Siction  of 
the  Report  "Pood  Preparing  Premises"  Page  21,  Horseflesh  was 
being  served  in  a cafe  in  contravention  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs 
Ac>-,  1938,  Section  38.  The  food  stores  were  also  in  a very 
dirty  condition. 

The  proprietor  was  convicted  and  fines  amounting  to 
£25  were  imposed. 


SECTION  D. 

12.  Housing, 


Inspection  and  repair  of  houses. 

Work  on  the  inspection  and  repair  of  dwelling  houses 
continued  during  the  year,  but  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour 
and  materials  only  the  more  urgent  repairs  viere  dealt  with. 

90  houses  v/ere  inspected  and  308  re-inspections  were  made.  As  a 
result  repairs  v/ere  carried  out  to  37  houses.  Tv/o  Statutory 
Notices  were  served,  one  under  Section  9j  Housing  Act,  1936,  and 
one  under  Section  ubs  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  these  v/ere 
complied  with  by  the  owner,  A Statutory  Notice  served  in  ISkh 
under  Section  9 v/as  not  complied  v/ith  and  the  work  was  carried 
out  in  default  by  the  Council,  The  cost  of  this  work  was  £150, 
Particulars  of  repairs  carried  out  are  given  in  Table  2 
Appendix  B,  Pages  30  and  31. 

Daring  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  14  houses  were 
requisitioned  for  re-housing  of  persons  inadequately  housed  and 
much  time  was  devoted  to  the  adaptation  and  repair  of  these 
premises. 
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The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  letting  of 
Coaneil  houses,  and  it  vms  necessary  to  engage  additional 
temporary  clerical  staff  to  cope  with  the  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  applicants,  and  to  bring  up-to-date  the  register 
of  applicants  for  houses* 


SECTION  E 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Pood 

(a)  The  Milk  Supply 

There  are  four  dairy  farms,  nine  dairies  and  seventeen 
retail  purveyors  in  this  district  and  constant  supervision  of 
these  premises  and  the  milk  supply  was  maintained.  Sixty  samples 
of  milk  were  obtained,  of  which  20  or  33i%  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  on  being  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion. 


Eighteen  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  chiefly  school 
milk,  were  submitted  to  the  phosphatase  test,  and  of  these 
seventeen  were  satisfactory  and  one  unsatisfactory. 

Improvements  were  carried  out  at  two  dairies  including 
provision  of  steam  sterilising  equipment  at  one,  and  the 
alteration  of  the  dairy  to  provide  separate  accommodation  for 
T.>T<,  milk  in  the  other.  The  alterations  were  carried  out 
by  dividing  the  existing  dairy  into  two  sections,  each  with 
separate  entrances. 

Considerable  trouble  v/as  experienced  with  the  milk  from 
two  farms  under  one  ownership  supplying  milk  to  a dairy  in 
Farnborough,  samples  being  consistently  unsatisfactory.  Advice 
from  the  Department  whnt  unheeded,  and  when  no  improvement  was 
made,  the  matter  v/as  taken  up  with  the  Milk  Marketing  Board, 
who  subsequently  rejected  the  milk  from  both  farms. 

Cleansing  and  Sterilising  of  Milk  Bottles 

Particular  attention  was  given  to  this  important  part 
of  dairy  work,  and  50  samples  of  all  sizes  of  milk  bottles  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Of  these,  15  not 
comply with  the  standard  of  cleanliness  suggested  by  Professor 
G, Sc Wilson  of  the  Central  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
viz. 5 600  organisms  for  a one  pint  bottle. 
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Biological  Examination  of  Milk  Samples  for 
Tubercle  Bacilli 


Twenty-nine  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  a biological 
examination  for  the  presenQ©  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  in  one 
case  a positive  result  was  obtained. 

Arrangements  vi/ere  made  immediately  with  the  Milk  Marketing 
Board  for  the  whole  of  the  milk  produced  at  this  farm  to  be 
sent  to  a pasteurising  plant  until  such  time  as  the  milk  was 
free  from  infect:  on, 

(^)  Meat  Inspection 

There  is  one  slaughterhouse  operating  in  the  Urban  District 
under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  of  Pood,  and  caters  for  the 
needs  of  this  district,  the  adjoining  Urban  District  of  Fleet 
and  the  Rural  District  of  Hartley  Wintney,  These  two  authori- 
ties make  a contribution  to  Parnborough  towards  the  salary  of 
a second  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  to  assist  in  meat 
inspection  work.  We  have  not,  however,  had  a second  Inspector 
since  October,  I94I5  and  the  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
remaining  staff.  This  has  necessitated  working  much  overtime 
during  evenings  and  week-ends  because,  as  I mention  below, 
the  number  of  animals  killed  increased  very  considerably, 

A regular  system  of  meat  inspection  is  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations  laid  down  in  Memo  62  (Pood) 
and  3H  visits  were  made  during  the  year  for  this  purpose. 

During  the  year  four  cases  of  congenital  tuberculosis 
in  calves  under  ten  days  old  were  found.  Details  of  each 
calf"'  were  forwarded  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector, 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  in  order  that  the 
dams  of  the  calves  could  be  traced  and  examined  for 
tuberculosis  with  a view  to  slaughter  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1938. 

Subseq.uently  a report  was  received  that  the  mother  of  one 
calf  had  been  sent  to  the  knacker  a few  days  after  calving 
owing  to  a rapid  loss  of  condition. 

It  was  found  that  45*2^  of  all  cows  inspected  were  affected 
in  some  degree  with  tuberculosis. 

Thirteen  cows  were  found  to  have  lesious  of  tuberculosis 
either  in  the  supra-mammary  gland  or  substance  of  udder.  This 
represents  2.2%  of  all  cows  inspected  and  almost  5%  of  all  cows 
found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

These  high  percentages  are  a sad  reflection  on  the  state 
of  the  dairy  herds  in  this  Country,  and  one  wonders  on  looking 
at  the  milk  pouring  from  their  infected  udders  as  they  hang 
in  the  slaughterhouse  how  many  children  have  been  infected

with  tuberculosis  from  these  sources. 

Surely  figures  such  as  these  show  the  urgent  need  for  a 
planned  scheme  for  the  elimination  of  tuberculosis  from 
the  herds  of  this  Country,  and  for  the  compulsory  pasteurisation 
of  milk  until  this  is  achieved,  , 

During  the  year  6952  animals  v/ere  slaughtered,  which 
is  an  increase  of  2605  animals  on  the  previous  year,  when  it 
was  reported  that  the  slaughterhouse  was  already  being  used 
beyond  its  capacity. 

As  a result  of  this  increased  slaughtering  and  trouble 
with  blow-fly,  an  appointment  was  arranged  in  June  with  the 
Area  Slaughterhouse  A-gent  to  see  if  anything  could  be  done 
to  improve  the  conditions  existing  in  the  slaaghteihouse. 

It  was  recommended  that  additional  hanging  facilities  be 
provided,  mechanical  means  of  ventilation  be  installed 
vthemore  regular  removal  of  blood. 

10  specimens  were  forwarded  during  the  year  to  the 
Veterinary  Investigation  Department,  University  of  Reading, 
for  their  observations  and  I should  like  to  express  my  very 
best  thanks  to  N.S.Barron,  Esq.,  B,Sc,.  M.R.C.V.S, , Ph.D,, 
Veterinary  Investigation  Officer,  for  the  work  carried  out 
in  connection  with  the  examination  of  these  specimens  and 
the  valuable  information  which  has  been  passed  on  to  this 
Department,

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Food  preparing  premises 

The  many  outbreaks  of  illness  as  a result  of  eating 
contaminated  food  has  focussed  attention  on  the  need  for  far 
greater  supervision  being  exercised  over  these  premises. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  a woeful  lack  of  knowledge  of 
hygiene  amongst  both  proprietors  and  employees  in  many  of 
these  establishments.  The  way  in  which  crockery  is  washed 
is  often  most  unsatisfactory. 

Do  employees  thoroughly  wash  their  hands  after  visiting 
a sanitary  convenience  and  before  handling  food?  Do  they  know 
that  this  is  the  way  that  intestinal  diseases  are  spread? 

The  answer  is  "no"  in  only  too  many  cases.  Yet  when  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education  endeavoured  to  give 
publicity  to  this  a few  years  ago,  almost  all  the  national 
nev/spapers  refused  to  print  it  as  they  feared  it  might  give 
offence. 

In  my  opinion  the  remedy  is;- 

a)  Adequate  supervision  by  the  Department,  and 

b)  Instruction  in  food  hygiene  to  employees  in  the 

food  trade. 

In  my  Report  for  1944?  I pointed  out  that  it  was  not 
possible  to  exercise  the  necessary  supervision  v/ith  the 
existing  inspectorial  staff.  Constant  supervision,  together 
v/ith  this  training  of  employees,  is  absolutely  essential  in 
my  view  if  we  are  to  ensure  that  food  is  free  from  contamination. 
I think  it  is  very  desirable  that  a coa3?ae  of  lectures  or 
classes  on  food  hygiene  be  organised  for  persons  engaged  in 
handling  food.  To  be  successful  this  would  require  the  co- 
operation of  the  employers  and,  if  comprehensive,  it  would 
involve  a large  number  of  people. 

Cafes  and  Restaurants 

67  inspections  weire  made  of  cafes ^res taurants , snack-bars 
and  other  food  preparing  premises.  It  was  discovered  that  one 
cafe  was  serving  horse-flesh  in  contravention  of  the  Pood  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  Section  38,  and  that  horse-flesh  and  other 
food  was  stored  and  exposed  in  a shed  at  the  rear  of  the  cafe. 
This  shed  was  in  a very  dirty  state  v/ith  waste  refuse  on  the 
floor  and  the  walls  and  ceilings  v/ere  dirty  and  hanging  with 
cobv/ebs. 

Proceedings  were  taken  and  fines  imposed,  (See  Legal 
Proceedings  Page  I6), 

During  the  year  improvements  and  repairs  were  carried  out 
in  four  cafes  in  the  district  as  follov/s:- 
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1,  Walls  and  ceilings  re-plastered  and  re-decorated, 

A new  sink  and  waste-pipe  & geyser  for  supplying 
hot-v/ater  installed, 

2,  Walls  and  ceilings  re-plastered  and  re-decorated. 
Defective  floor  repaired, 

3*  Walls  and  ceilings  cleansed  and  re-decorated. 
Defective  wall  plaster  repaired, 

4.  Two  additional  W,Cs,  and  store  provided  for  use 

in  connection  with  the  cafe.  Yard  surface  concreted 
and  drainage  repaired. 


Bakehouses 


There  are  16  "bakehouses  on  the  register  and  routine 
inspections  were  carried  out. 


ALTOLANCE  SERVICE 


Your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  Officer-in-  Charge 
of  the  Civil  Airihulance  Service, 

The  demands  on  the  service  increased  still  further 
during  the  year  and  710  cases  were  dealt  with,  January  with 
its  inclement  weather  was  the  "busiest  month  on  record,  82 
calls  were  ansv/ei-ed  involving  a mileage  of  1930,  February 
came  second  with  77  cases  and  a mileage  of  1684* 

Description  and  Scope  of  Service 

Since  1927?  a unified  ambulance  service  has  operated  in 
the  Parnborough  Urban  District  through  the  Public  Health 
Department, 

The  Parnborough  Ambulance  Service  also  covers  the  Borough 
of  Aldershot  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Primley  & Camberley 
and  Fleet  for  infectious  disease  cases,  and  the  Urban  District 
of  Fleet  for  general  ambulance  work.  Gases  are  also  dealt  with 
in  adjacent  Urban  and  Rural  areas  on  behalf  of  the  Public 
Assistance  Authority,  A limited  number  of  patients  are  taken 
to  County  Council  Sanatoria  40  and  80  miles  away.  Mutual 
assistance  arrangements  operate  with  the  ambulance  services  of 
adjoining  authorities. 

Transport 

The  service  operates  two  ambulances.  These  ambulances 
are  giving  good  service  although  Ambulance  No,l  is  now  13 
years  old  and  Ambulance  No, 2 is  7 years  old.  Both  are  Ford 
vehicles  fitted  with  Lomas  bodies  and  can  each  carry  two 
stretcher  cases. 
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staff 


Two  full  time  drivers  are  employed,  supplemented  by  a 
panel  of  reserve  drivers  and  attendants  belonging  to  the 
organisation  of  St.John.  One  trained  nurse  receives  payment 
for  infectious  disease  attendance  but  carries  out  other  work 
in  the  service  voluntarily.  The  full  time  officers  are  trained 
in  first  aid  and  the  transport  of  the  sick  and  injured.  They  are 
also  mechanics  and  maintain  and  keep  in  repair  all  the  vehicles 
in  the  Public  Health  Department,  carry  out  the  maintenance  work 
to  the  plant  at  the  Salvage  Works,  and  steam  disinfecting 
station;  carry  out  the  disinfection  and  disinfestation  work 
and  other  duties  in  the  Department, 

Communications 

There  are  two  telephone  lines  to  the  Health  Department 
with  night  extensions  to  the  homes  of  the  drivers.  Two  reserve 
voluntary  drivers  and  the  nurse  have  telephones  installed.

Maintenance  of  Vehicles 

We  had  some  rather  heavy  maintenance  expenses  during 
the  year.  The  engine  of  Ambulance  No, 2 was  entirely  over- 
hauled and  a reconditioned  engine  was  fitted  in  Ambulance 
No.l,  Very  serious  delays  were  experienced  in  getting  these 
works  carried  out  and  the  service  was  maintained  with  diffi- 
culty.

Under  an  agreement  with  the  Fleet  Urban  District  Council, 
the  Farnborough  Ambulance  service  covers  the  Fleet  Urban  District 
for  general  ambulance  work, 

108  Cases  were  dealt  with  on  behalf  of  Fleet, 

Co-ordinating  Joint  Ambulance  Committee 

During  the  year  two  meetings  of  representatives  of 
adjacent  Local  Authorities  were  held  in  Aldershot,  The 
following  arrangements  were  made  and  subsequently  put  into 
operation: - 

(1)  That  the  Authorities  should  be  divided  into  two  pools 

a)  Aldershot  Borough  Council,  Farnham  Urban  District 
Council  and  Guildford  Rural  District  Council, 

b)  Farnborough,  Frimley  & Cmmberley  and  Fleet  Urban 
District  Councils  and  Hartley  Wintney  Rural  District 
Council,  j 

(2)  That  in  the  first  instance  the  Authority  in  each  pool, 

if  and  when  Ambulance  assistance  is  required,  v/ould 
communicate  by  telephone  first  with  their  own  parti- 
cular pool  and  would  only  approach  the  other  pool  if 
help  ifas  unobtainable,  < < 

(3)  That  any  Ambulance  Authority  calling  upon  another 
Authority  for  assistance  would  be  responsible  for 
payment  and  would  collect  the  fees  from  the  patients 
carried, 

(4)  That  these  calls  should  only  be  transmitted  from 
official  sources,  except  in  the  case  of  Emergency  calls 
and  v/hich  would  be  dealt  with  as  a special  category 
and  responsibility  accepted  on  this  basis, 

(5)  That  the  rates  for  the  use  ot  the  ambulance  v/ou3d  be  1/- 
per  mile  with  a minimum  charge  of  5/~ ; waiting  charge 
4/-  per  hour  after  the  first  hour.  Day  and  night  charges 
to  be  the  same, 

NOTE : These  charges  are  for  mutual  assistance  calls  only  and 

do  not  affect  the  existing  charges  in  each  Local 
Authority’s  area. 

This  mutual  working  arrangement  seems  to  have  v/orked  very 
satisfactorily  and  has  enabled  the  best  use  to  be  made  of  the 
available  ambulances.  The  Farnborough  Ambulances  attended  47 
mutual  assistance  • cases  on  behalf  of  the  Aldershot  Service 
and  32  for  Camberley,  We  received  help  on  2 occasions.
